The meetin* of the sixty-first Con- 


gress brings to mind some Interesting 
coincidences of Its anniversaries. 


This sixty-first Congress Is probably 


Ihe last congress undsr Cannon, lost of 
the autocrats. Ju»t twenty years ago. 
!he fifty-first Congress met. the first 
under Beed. first of tho autocrats. And 
Just twenty years before that the for- 
ty-Orst Congress met, the first of the 
riotous Congresses, following the Ku 
Kluie wrototlvn against reconstruction 
conditions In the South. 


The forty-first Congress, from 1869 


to 1871. may be regarded as the first 
under the modern party alignments, 
growing out at reconstruction, and the 
fifty-first, from 1889 to 1891. was the 
last under the reconstruction align- 
ments. The sixty-first from 1909 to 
\ll\ Is. on Hie other himd, doubtless 
the first jinder the new alignment, ol 
which the "Insurgent" movement is 
the tint step. 


Tha twenty years from the forty- 


Ortt . t> th» flfty-flrst Congresses were 
the twenty year« In which the most 
exciting task of each Congress was the 
determination of Its own membership. 
Contested-election cases (now an oc- 
casional and .perfunctory matter) .were 
• the central and dramatic feature of 
each of these Congresses. 


• Previous -to the forty-first Congress, 
after the Civil war, Southern *ltctlon* 
had been largely under military con- 
trol, and ;tn$'.negro; districts had sent 
up Republican congressmen. Suddenly, 
In this Congress appeared a flock of 
Democratic congressmen from thea* 
districts, each «m*d with a certificate 
of electing and. having behind him a 
history of riot, The "Knlgtiti of th«

IP* ent Issue which came'nearert «oro- 
lac tha adoption ot a.dotur* rtle to 
the Senate, and has also been the In- 
stance cited ever stace on the other I 
side, as an argument mjaintt cloture.| 


Twenty years have passed. Of all the 


members who witnessed that historic 
struggle. Cannon, Payne and Daliell 
alone survive. Meantime Jeffersonlan 
Democracy and Cleveland Democracy 
have died, and Bryan Democracy hat 
been born, lived and died. The bit- 
terness of war and reconstruction have 
disappeared, and the party lines that 
grew out of them remain only bv pure 
Inertia. The history of Congresses Is 
no longer marked by their election con- 
tests. Of tho «reat struggle of twenty 
years ago, only Cannon and the auto- 
cracy of th» speaker remain, and these 
end with UlU Congress. In the sixty- 
first Congress, for the first time, the 
new forces of progressive Republican- 
ism appear as an organized body. The 
struggle to throw, the Progressives 
out of the Republican parlv and com- 
pel them to be a new party, and their 
struggle to 
control 
the Republican 


party and compel It to bu Progressive 
now begins. Probably the outcome of 
that struggle will bo tho most signifi- 
cant historical development of the next 
twenty years. And. whatever happens, 
tho future will look back to the sixty- 
first, an we look bock to the, fifty-first 
and tho forty-first Congress, as one 
ol the tew pivotal Congresses In our 
history.

cuntaluu the remaining nine- 


tenths of tho population, and casts the 
remaining onu-lhird of the votes. And 
even this Inequality la exaggerated by 
u system of ancient gerrymanders. 
The cities have grown faster than the 
country, and tho worktngmen's 
dlfe- 


trlcta In the cities faster than any 
others. 
But tho districts have not 


been changed, and the result Is that It 
takes the votes of a huge number of 
laboring people to elect one represen- 
tative, while a comparatively tew city 
aristocrats and their servants, or the 
same number of country overlords and 
their peasants, elect one member. 


It Is an interesting device, but be- 


ing in violation of the fundamental 
principle of talr play, it Is doubtful If 
Lt can be permanent.

'President Taft refers with regret to the sugar frauds recently 


discovered, saying that the settlement made with the so-called 
trust will not interfere with or prevent the criminal prosecution of 
every, one who was found to be subject to the same. He believes 
that an investigation, of the frauds by Congress at present would 
be inadvisable, saying it might give immunity and otherwise prove 
an embarrassment in securing conviction of the guilty parties.

In conclusion, the President says: 
Speaking generally, the country is in a high state of pros- 


perity. There is every reason to believe that we are on the eve o{ 
a substantial business expansion and we have just garnered a har- 
vest unexampled in the market value of our agricultural products. 
The high prices which such products bring mean great prosperity 
for the farming community, but on the other hand, they mean, a 
very considerably increased burden on those classes in the com- 
munity whose yearly compensation does not expand with the im- 
provement in business and the general prosperity. 


"Various reasons are given for the high prices. The propor- 


tionate increase in the output of gold, which today is the chief 
medium of exchange and is in some respects a measure of values. 
Furnishes a substantial explanation of at least part of the increase 
in prices. The increase in population and more expensive mode of 
living of the people, which have not been accompanied by a pro- 
portionate increase in acreage production, may furnish a further 
reason. It is well to note that the increase in the cost of living 
is not confined to this country, but prevail* the world over and that 
those who would charge increases in prices to the existing protec- 
tive tariff must meet the fact that the rise in prices has taken place; 
almost wholly in those products of the factory, and farm in respect 
to which there has been either no increase in the tariff or in many 
instances a very considerable reduction."

In the interest of Immediate economy 


and because of the prospect of a deficit, 
I have required & reduction in the esti- 
mates of the war 
department

coming fiscal year, which brings th* to- 
tal estimates down to'an amount $45,- 
000,000 less than the corresponding esti- 
mate* for last year. This could only be 
accomplished by cutting off new projects 
and suspending for the period of one year 
all progress In military matters. 
For 


the same reason I have directed that 
the army shall not be recruited up to 
ita present authorized strength. 
These 
measures can hardly be more than tem- 
porary—to last until our revenues are 
in be'tter condition and until the Whole 
question of the expediency Of adopting 
a definite military policy can be sub- 
mitted to Congress, for I am sure that 
the interests of the military establish- 
ment are seriously In need of carefu 
consideration by Congress.

forces In the event of war need to be 
revised in order that the organization

FEDERAL JUDICIARY 


SHOULD 
BE 


REFORMED 


The deplorable delays In the adminis- 


tration of civil and criminal law have 
received the attention of committees of 
the American Bar Association and of 
many state bar associations, as well 'as 
the. 
thought of judges and Jurists. 
In 


my ludgment a change In judicial pro- 
cedure with a view to reducing its ex- 
pense to private litigants In civil cases 
and facill^tlng th« despatch of busi- 
ness and final decision In both civil and 
criminal cases, constitutes the great need 
In our American institutions. 


I do not doubt for one moment that 


much of the tawleit violence and cru- 
elty exhibited In lynching* U directly 
due to the uncertainties 
and 
Injustice 
growing out of the deUy* |n trials, Judg- 
ments and the execution* thereof by our 
courts. 


Of course, these remarks apply quite 
as well to the adminiitratlon of Justice 
In state courts u to that in federal 
courts, and without 
making 
invidious 


distinctlon.it is perhaps not too much to 
say that, speaking jreneraity; the defects 
arc less in the federal courts than in 
the state courts. But 
they 
are 
very 
great in the federal courts. The expedl- 
tioii with which business la disposed of 
both on the civil and the criminal side 
of English courts under modern rules of 
procedure makes the delays In our courts 
seem archaic and barbarous. 
Tho pro- 
cedure In tho federal courts should fur- 
nish an example for the state courts.

I presume It is impossible, without an 
amendment to the constitution, to unite 
under one form of action the proceed- 
ings at common law and proceedings in 
equity in the federal courts, but It is 
certainly not fsiposefbl* by s. ststiite to 
simplify and make short and direct the 
procedure both at law and in equity in 
those courts. It 1* not Impossible to cut 
down Bill] more than It Is cut down the 
Jurisdiction of the supreme court so as 
to confine U almost wholly to statutory 
and constitutional questions. 


Under the present statutes the equity 
and admiralty procedure In the federal 
courts Is under the control of the su- 
greme court but from the 
pressure of 


uslneas to which that court is subjected 


It Is impossible to hope that a radical 
and proper reform of the federal equity 
procedure can be brought about. 


I therefore recommend legislation pro-

HAS NO POWER TO 


CONTROL FINANCE 


New York Court Says Public Service 


Commission Has No Discretion- 


ary Function. 


ALBANY. Dec. 7.—The powers of the 


public sen-fee commission over 
the 


financial operations of corporations 
were defined today by the court of ap- 
peals in a. decision holding that the 
Delaware and Hudson Company should 
have been authorized to issue about $7,- 
000,000 Jn bonds to pay indebtedness 
Incurred by the purchase of the Hud- 
son Valley Railroad Company and cer- 
tain undeveloped coal Innds in Penn- 
sylvania. 


The cuurt holds that the paramount 


purpose of the public service law cre- 
ating the commission was the protec- 
tion and enforcement of the rights of 
the public; that the commission must 
see to it that the railroad corporations 
maintain their equipment, tracks and 
roadbed in good order and operate with 
safety to the public nnd give proper 
sen-ice; that they also should prevent 
fraud on the public by the manipula- 
tion of ti^e stock market through the 
over-issue of stocks and bonds. 


The court holds that tlie legislature 
did not intend to m»k# the commis- 
sion the fiscal manager of corporations 
or empower It to substitute its Judg- 
ment and discretion for that of the 
directors and stockholders of n corpo- 
ration, as to the wisdom, of a transac- 
tion; that a statute that should make 
such a Mihstltution would probably be 
micnnstitutionnl. -fur (he ownership of 
property carries with it the right of 
occupancy and management.
